Dream number two was answered for 
Lyndon State Rescue last fall. At the com- 
pletion of a year-long fund drive, a new 
modular-type ambulance was delivered on 
October 12, 1979. The squad would again 
like to thank the people in the eight towns 
that we cover, for making that dream a reali- 
ty- 

Of the 31 members of the rescue squad, 
nine members live at the Emergency Ser- 
vices Building (Dream Number 1). During 
the 79-80' year, seven members were Ver- 
mont Certified Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians, with two also being nationally cer- 
tified.
